However, in the 
preferred embodiment of the present invention, the four stages 16 of the input fibers 12, the 
five stages 18 of the output fibers 14, or both, have mechanical actuators Al - A9 (Fig. 3) for 
moving the fibers along corresponding Z axes perpendicular to the X and Y axes to physically 
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
